The 
critical  stages  of  vegetation  have  been  passed  through  by  both  Argentina  and 
Australia  although  the  bulk  of  their  crops  will  .not  be  cut  until  December

The  outlook  in  Argentina,,  where  beneficial  rains  have  recently  fallen 
shows • indications  of  a  very  favorable  harvest.       Latest  official  returns  of 
the  area  of  wheat  show  no  change  from  that -published  in  our  last  report 
which  placed-  the  area  sown  during --the  season  1920-21  at  16,052,000  acres, 
compared  with  14,  957 ,000  :  last  •  season.    While  nooofficial  reports  of  produc-  .. 
tion  have  been  received    up  to  date, : some  unofficial  estimates  continue  to 
place  the  amount  of  wheat  "fro  be. produced  during  the  present  season  as  high 
as  244,000,000  bushels.

Generally  speaking  the  sowing. of  winter  cereals  has  been  pursued 
throughout  the  Northern  Hemisphere  with  exdeptional  activity,  the  beginning 
of  the  work  having  been  delayed  in  some  countries  of 'Europe  "  earlier  in 
the  season  by  persistent  drought.      Although  with  one  or  two  exceptions  no

The  total  area  sown  to  fall  wheat  in  Canada  for  the  season  1921  is 
officially  estimated  to  be  792,200  acres,  ,as  compared  with  846,800  acres  sown 
for  1920.    The  crop  is  reported  as  having  made  good  growth,  its  condition 
on  October  31st  being  given,  in  .percentage  of  the  . decennial  average,  as  102 
for  the  whole  of  Canada.     On  the  whole,  excellent  progress  lias  been  made  this 
fall  in  the  ploughing  of -land  intended  for  next  year's  crops.    For  the  whole 
of  Canada.  :the- -percentage  of  land  ploughed-, is  :71,  as  against.. 66 •  last  year(i  this 
years  percentage  being  larger  than  in  any  year  since  .1914,- -when  the ,  same  \< 
percentage  of  71  prec.eeded  the . bumper  harvest  -of  1915.

progress  has  bedn  made  in  field  work  and  autumn  sowing.     Indications  show 
little  prospect  that  the  wheat  ac.eage  will  be  substantially  increased  over 
that  of  1920.      In  Germany  favorable  weather  continues  to  be  experienced  and 
satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  with  preparations  for- next  year's  crops. 
In  Roumania  favorable  seeding  conditions  have  resulted  following  the  breaking 
up  of  the  drough  in  early  October.      The  acreage  of  wheat^is  estimated  by 
unofficial  sources  as  upwards  of  5,000,000  acres*     In  Italy  seasonable  weather 
has  favored  the  sowing  of  next  year's  crops  there  being  good  prospects  at  the 
present  time  of  a  full  acreage  of  wheat.     In  Belgium  autumn  sowing  operations 
are  progressing  well.     Most  of  the  sowing  hastheen  completed  in  some  sections 
and  the  plants  are  coming  up  fairly  well*     There  are  no  official  reports  from 
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Russia  although  indications  tend  to  show  that  the  food  situation  in  that 
country  is  becoming  seriuus.     In  India  prospects  of.  the  standing  crop  are 
good  but  more  rain  is  needed  in  all  of  the  unirrigated  areas.     In  the  Central 
Provinces  of  India -drought  has  caused  serious  failure  of  autumn  crops  and  in 
several  districts  of  the  United  Provinces  of  Agra  and  Oudh  rice  is  considerably 
danaged. 

In  North  Africa  the  droughfwas  thoroughly  broken  in  the  earlyppart  of 
this  month  and  ample  rains  have  fallen  throughout  Algeria  and  Tunis.  The 
prospects  of  the  cereals  crOps  are  regarded  as  quite  favorable,  although  it  is 
feared  that  a  full  acreage  has  not  been  planted.
